FATLUR: IN MECRANIZATION OF THE KV1LDING IHDUSTRY

In a strictly confidentis]l meeting of the managers of the buildiag truste
&ud conterprises at the Ministry of #nilding on 26 Janoary 1952, it vas revealed
that the planned mechanization of the building iedustry bad failed, and that
dullding costs are substantisliy in cicesa of plan figures.

Gyorgy laezlo, chief of the mechanization divisicn of tha Miniztry of
Bullding, accused the dullding entarpriees of failing t2 make uge of the
machinery imported from the USSR. Under the mechanization Plan, machinery
equivalent to 3 horsepower per building vorker had been providsd for 1951.
Actually, howevsr, the muci.ines in use weme equivalent only to 2.6 horsayower
Par worsar.

Conditions are even worae in underground construstiom work, vhers ¢
machines in use e¢qusl only 3 horsepower per worker, as against the 5 horsepover
Per worsrr plamned. As a reault, employment of ungkiiled laborers could not be
reduced .o sccordance with the pian.

Imre Regyanszky, menager of Building Entery ise Ko 46, s member of the
Communist Party, statel that hie enterprise had received two Type E-251 excavetors
of 0.25-cubic-meter capacity each from the USSR. The Soviet mechanics were
unable ¢o place the machines iz operation due to a defect in the motor. After
the Gefect had been repaired, the machines were idle for 6-8 hours a day during
the first week, due to various dafects. All antifriction bearings 1ed to be re~
Placed. At present, both excavatcrs are in a repair shop for the general over-
hauiing of the electric equipment. Similar experiences were cbtained in comnection
with the Type E-1003 excavamtor, with one-cubic-meter capacity. Degpite these
three large excavators, the iargeat part of ihe excavating work had t0 be done
manuslly.
